Compiled last spring from a 
budget committee of administra- 
ion and Student Council mem- 
ers, the budget was approved by 
oth the spring and present coun- 
ils and the Santa Ana _ school 
oard. It is based on estimated 
neome for the forthcoming year. 


AS Incomes 


The 1961-62 budget includes 
Pstimated incomes as follows. AS 
ards, $27,250, 43.1% of the 
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TS 
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total budget; athletics, $14,050, 
21.8%; bookstore, $12,000, 
19%; snack bar, $6500, 10.3%. 

Drama accounts for $2500 or 
4% of the total estimated bud- 
get and miscellaneous contribu- 
tes the last 1.8%. 

Athletic Budget 


Of the $63,200 total, the larg- 
est portion of the appropriated 
budget was given to _ athletics. 
The total includes $26,087. or 
41.3% of the budget. 

Art,. music and drama received 
$4870; student activities, $1700; 
publications, $7250; student gov- 
ernment, $1300; organizations, 
$1409; public relations, $1150; 
and salaries, $13,434. 

Capital outlay accounts for 
$3300; miscellaneous, $1700; and 
reserves, $1000. 


“A” and “B” Budgets 

In addition to the $63,200 on 
the priority ‘‘A’” budget, a pri- 
ority ““B” budget totaling $3425 
was also approved in the event 
that income exceeds the antici- 
pated total. 

The budget was approved this 
year on a line-by-line basis, pro- 
viding for a direct accounting of 
all funds appropirated. 

Income Excess Total 

According to Hamilton, income 
for the year will probably ex- 
ceed its estimated total. 

As an example, the snack bar 
was over its estimated in- 
come after the first three months

of the college year. To date, 
nearly $60,000 of the total has 
been met. 

Budget Doubles 

The SAC budget has more than 
doubled in the last two years. In 
1958-59, the entire budget  to- 
taled $31,000—less than half of 
this year’s total. 

The Don Bookstore, in contri- 
buting $12,000, is a deciding 
factor in this situation. 

First Year Profits 


Although the bookstore was 
established four years ago, this 
is the first year profits from the 
store have gone to the Associated 
Students budgét. Profits for the 
first three yéars were placed in 
AS reserves for expanding facil- 
ities. 

It is estimated by Hamilton 
that the store will gross $120,000 
this year. 


AS Manages Cafeteria 


This is also the first year that 
the AS have managed the cafe- 
teria. After a request from the 
Santa Ana school board last year 
that both food services on campus 
be managed by the same concern, 
SAC took over the management 
of the cafeteria. Previously, the 
snack bar had been managed by 
the Associated Students and the 
cafeteria by the school board. 

The Associated Students of 
Santa Ana College are a _non- 
profit organization operated by 
the college. All expenses and pro- 
ceeds are directed to the students.

AS Council Calls 
Special Election 


January 17 is the date for a 
special election deciding the fate 
of a proposed amendment to the 
AS Constitution. 

In accordance with the consti- 
tution—Article XI, Section 3— 
the proposed change must be put 
to an all-school election, follow- 
ing a recommendation by the 
council. 


The proposed amendment 
reads: All members of the AS 
Council must maintain a 2.0 


grade point average and all mem- 
bers of the Council Executive 
Board must maintain a 2.3 grade 


point average, with accountings 
at the quarter. 


The proposal was made at AS 
Council meeting January 2 as a 
result of first semester inquiries. 

The date, January 17, is the 
last possible day a special elec- 
tion could be held before finals 
begin the following day. 


The amendment, again in ac- 
cordance with the constitution, 
will have been posted 2 weeks 
when the election is held next 
Wednesday from 8 a.m. until 
2 p.m.
